$. The correspondent should osrefully 
avoid disturbing the troops even in the 
placoa permilted to appear. 

4. Upon the orrival of the correspondent 
at his destination, he should nutify to the 
highest etaff thercin and raceive its diree- 
tions. In case he changes the place he is 
ataying, he must notify the above authority 
and receive its directions too. 

B. The correspondent should always carry 
in the hand the ticket of permission and in 
case any military peraon requires to show 
it, he must comply with his demand at 
once, co 

As he may; sometimes, be required to 
give op his photograph, he must be pro- 
vided with some copies of it. 

6. In ease the ticket is lost, the corres: 
pondent must notify to the highoat staff of 
the expeditionary forces without delay ‘and 
await its Dircotions, Ho may under some 
circumstances be forbidden to follow the 
campaign further. 

7, In case the correapondent is found to 
be injurious to our troops by the bigh stall, 
he may be refused to follow the campaign. 

8. In case the correspondent receives the 
directions mentioned in 6 and 7, the high 
atafl shall communicate it to tha minister 
or the consul of the country, to which ho 
belongs, through tho Foreign Office. 

9, Tho correapondont should lay letters 
to be sent by him before the coatrotling 
officera for their examinations at the time 
fixed by them. 

10. The correspondent muat espesially 
pey attention in writing the correspon: 
dences to the following :--

future.

LORD ARMSTRONG ON THE 
BATTLE OF YALU. 

Tho thirteenth annoal mestiag of Sir 
William Armstrong, Mitchell, and Company 
waa hold in the Elawiok Institute, ‘New~ 
osstle, recently, Lord Armeatrong in the 
shairc,—-Lord Atmwatrong, in moving the 
adoption of the report, said he thought the 
balanco-sheet ought te be eatisfactory in 
thesa difficult trading times, which ad mitted 
of «dividend of 102 per cont., making an 
average of 10 per cent. daring tho wwalve 
yaars that this company had bheeg in 
existence. ‘Tbe resorva fuod had been 
inereasad from £170,000 to £200,0 0 and 
the amount of the debenture aud loan 
capital had been reduced from £516,059 to 
£321,709. Tho mouldere’ strike had uow 
terminated with no other result than loss 
of wages, dotriment to all coguate indaat- 
rica, und a large increase of tha nomber of 
unemployed. None of the great battleships 
recently ordered by the British Government 
ad been allotted to tho Tyne, a circam- 
etanes which cuald ooly be attributed to 
the fact that the apprehension of farther 
lebonr trouble in thie sbrike-town looality 
demped the courage of the employers to 
tender ats suiliciently low price to sesure 
a share of the orders, Thos, vast sums 
of money which would have beer spent in 
wages had been lost-to the district, aud tha 
chief gufferore wore thona who sought to 
obtain their ends by stoppage of work 
instend of by dispassionate negotiation, 
or, failing that, by impertial arbittation, 
During the past year the company bed 
completed two very important contracts, 
the one for the bydranlic machinery at the 
‘Tower Bridge, and the other for bydrattic 
apparatus connected with the Manchester 
Ship Canal. Both of these coutracta 
involved work of 2 very critical and novel 
description. In the ordnance depatimont 
steudy progress had boon made in gun 
eoustruction and artillery mechaniem-. 
Improvamente ia the manufactare of cordi's 
had made it possible to obtain anormong 
power even with modorate-sized “guns. 
With a light projectile of 451b., and 
an abnormally long 6-inch gan, they 


had notoally obtsined a velocity of 4,900° 


second. Such an extraordinary 
thongh it must ba regarded at 
an experimental rather than 
was valuable as showing, at 
aoy rata, the possibilities that moderna 
explosives had pluced within their reach. 
On board the Bianco Encalada, a splendid 
oraiser they had built for the Chilien 
Government, an Sia. gun weighing 15} tons 
fired a projectile weighing 2161p, four 
times in sixty-two seconds, Thia waa with 
a gun’a crew who bad never fired a gun 
before, and there wae no doubt that with 
a wall-trained crew this rate might he 
increased to fiva or possibly six rounds 
per minote. It was interesting to note 
that the 8-in, gan of ten years ago could 
only fire four rounde in five minntes, that 
it only possessed su evergy of 5,245 foot- 
tona, as against 10,500 foot-tons of the 
latest model, and iequircdW fall crew of 
eighteon men instead of the eight who 
munipalate the present gun. ‘ Astonishing 
rapidity of fire, combined with high se. 
soracy, bad ulao boon obtained with tha 
heaviest guos fitted with their most recent 
hydraulic mountings. On the Royat Suver- 
eiyn a 13}-in. gon. woighing 68 tons, on a 
bydraalic mounting, end fitted with hydrau- 
Jio breech-opening gear, fired seven rounds 
with projectiles weighing 1,250Ib. is twelve 
miantoa, and whilst the ship wos ateamiog 
at eight knots an bour hit the target Bit 
times, the range varying from 1,690 to 
2,000 yards. ‘The great cea light which
